SAN FRANCISCO. 'lp—Forecasts of 
generally clear weather today conclud- 
ed the worst storm period on record for 
the Pacific coast. For 19 consecutive 
days California suffered onslaughts 
from rains, gales, blizzards and floods. 

Danger from high waters remained 
in both the Sacramento and San Joa- 
quin valleys, but engineers predicted 
that the streams would be able to carry 
the excessive loads and would dimin- 
ish steadily. 

Eighteen persons lost their lives in 
the storms which swept in day after 
day from the Pacific.

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Some Aspects Of Conservation

Upon arriving on the shores of 
this continent, white people found 
a land of abundance. Game was 
evident on every hand. Vast 
Stretches of timber clothed the 
fertile valleys and the rich foothill 
country of the Atlantic slopes. The 
valleys of the Ohio, Mississippi and 
others were covered with a mag- 
nificent stand of hardwoods, steady- 
ing the flow of water from that 
far-flung water shed.

$400,000,000 STERILE 
GOLD EXPECTED TO 
SPUR BUYING 


United Press Staff Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, (tp) — The treasury 


department inaugurated a new mone- | 
tary policy today that may expand the | 
credit facilities by $4,000,000,000 dur- 
ing 1938. 

Under the latest monetary move, the 
treasury was prepared to place in cir- 
culation Curing 1938 up to $400,000,000 
which otherwise would be “frozen” in 
the sterilization fund. Economists esti- 
mate that each dollar has a credit 
value of $10. 

The new policy, retroactive to Jan. 
1, 1938, provides that the treasury will 
deposit in its federal reserve bank ac- 
counts the gold which it purchases 
from American miners or from for- 
eigners up to $100,000,000 during each 
quarter of the vear. 

Gold acquired in excess of $100,050,000 
will go into the sterilization fund.
